Dear Eric, 

Thought I'd drop you a line, now that I know where the research 
is going. As it happens, it is going very well, insofar as fin¬ 
ding material on Matthew Boulton is concerned. I have been main 
ly concentrating on Boulton's connections with the United States, 
as there seems to be a lot of new stuff in that realm at 

least, I had never seen it before. I have uncovered some corres¬ 
pondence between James Jarvis and Matthew Boulton from 1788, 
when the former was over here trying to persuade Boulton to sell 
him copper, planchets, or even do the Fugio cents 
himself. Have also found a major reason why Boulton (who logi¬ 
cally should have jumped at the offer) decided against it. In 
one of his notebooks, he expresses grave doubts as to Jarvis' 
character, adding that, in case Jarvis doesn’t pay him for the 
striking, he has no contacts in America to pressure him into doing 
so. 1 want to write this up when I get home. Have also been 
working on Boulton’s provision of planchets for cents and half 
cents, and I now have a complete roster of shipments from begin¬ 
ning to end, down to the names of the masters of the ships. Also 
much material on Mexican mints from about 1828 to 1850, most of 
which is still being Xeroxed for air shipment home. I wish to 
report on all of this to Council in July, if I can convince the 
higher-ups to let me do so. 

Unfortunately, I have discovered very little additional on the 
Parys Mine token question, which research emphasis brought me to 
Bangor. since the Boulton material is all in Birmingham, but 
since my university flat, here is dirt-cheap (£21 /week), I have 
wound up commuting between the two places, living in hotels in 
Birmingham, returning here to do the laundry. I am becoming 
heartily sick of British Rail, but otherwise the scheme works 
fairly well. I have one more run through B’ham next week, to 
siveep up anything I may have missed previously. Then Margaret
